DOOMED TO DIE 
KNOLLS' WOMAN'

Thanks to the miracles of modern surgery, a pretty

Although still confined to her bed most of the time 
since a rare heart operation on Feb. 21, the young house­ 
wife, Mrs. William (Elva) Selber, 1707 Schilling Ct., will be 
able to lead a completely normal life within six weeks, her 
doctor, a Long Beach heart surgeon, said.

This will be novelty for the local lady, who for years 
has been unable to do the simplest household hcores with­ 
out resting every few minutes.

Shortness of breath, dizziness, and pains around the 
heart plagued Mrs. Seibcr during her slightest activity'since 
a bout with rheumatic fever when she was 10 years old.

But after two hours on the operating table at Seaside 
Hospital in Long Beach, she has a heart that is good as 
new.

An obstruction In the left valve of the heart, which 
caused blood to back up into her lungs,' was removed dur­ 
ing the surgery, and the woman doomed to die now faces 
the future with a smile.

"It's like having a new life," she.said. "Before, there 
was nothing to look forward to. Now I can make plans, 
and sec them carried out."

"And now' I can have a vacation," her husband, who 
has worked a double shift at Columbia Steel and around 
the house during his wife's Illness, laughed. "We only hope 
that the story of my wife's return to, health will benefit 
ethers who are suffering from the same heart condition."

The Selbers, one of the first couples to move Into 
Kettler Knolls, have been residents of Torrance for the 
past three years.
